A CONVICT PARDONED. 


Judg e Rucker, Who Sentenced Him, 
No w Believ es Him Inno cent. 


Gov. Stephens has pardoned N o ­ 
land Hibler, who was convicted of 
rape at the April term, 1899, of the 
circuit court of Chariton county 
and sentenced to five years in the 
penitentiary. 
A large number of prominent 
citizens of Chariton county peti­ 
tioned the governor to grant the 
pardon, on the ground that Hibler 
is innocent of any crime and should 
never have been sent to the peni­ 
tentiary. 
Judge W . W . Rucker, 
who tried Hibler, said in a letter to 
the governor : 
“ I have no doubt in the world 
that justice warrant’s Hibler’s im­ 
mediate pardon. 
Though convict­ 
ed by a jury, I feel now, and have 
always felt, that circumstances sur­ 
rounding the trial, and which ought 
not to be injected into it, induced 
this conviction. 
I regret that I 
did not set aside the verdict, and 
now I appeal to you from a deep 
conviction of right and justice to 
pardon him, and hope that it will 
be your pleasure to no so.

A Patent Medicine Man Who Went 
Gunning' fo r the Perso n Who

Mark A . Leftwich, edito r o f the 
Madiso n, M o ., Times, 
was the 
center o f attractio n in a ho tel ro - 
i tunda y esterday afterno o n.

as a news writer in Sedalia y ears 
and y ears ago , when Baco n M o nt­ 
go mery and a few o ther o ld-timers 
were “ ho lding the fo rt.” ‘ 
“ He that blo weth no t his o wn 
bazo o the same shall no t be blo w n,” 
said Mr. Leftwich, “ so I w ill pro ­ 
ceed to blo w mine in the shape o f 
a sto ry . 
“ Tw enty y ears ago , when the 
o ld Bazo o , o f which J.W est Go o d­ 
w in was the publisher, was run­ 
ning in full blast in a building o n 
V/ the site which the Smith and Co t­ 
to n structure no w ado rns, I was 
emplo y ed in the news ro o m. 
“ One day , while all the writers 
were absent, 
I 
was assigned to 
write up a medicine man— a do c­ 
to r— who had been swindling the 
go o d peo ple o f Sedalia.

that were plentiful in tho se day s.

RAILROAD SIGNAL COLORS. 


So me Objectio ns Ra ised to Tho se No w 
Prev a iling . 
The usual colors for railroad sig­ 
nals which until recently have been 
almost universally adopted in all civ­ 
ilized countries, are the 
following: 
White, to signify safety ; red, to sig­ 
nify danger; and green, to signify 
caution. 
These colors w^ere agreed 
upon at a congress of raihvay men 
held in Birmingham in 1841. 
The 
serious objections to the use of white 
as a safety signal soon became evi­ 
dent, and have resulted in England 
in the universal substitution of green 
as the safety signal at fixed signals 
and the abandonment of the caution­ 
ary signals. 
Green, however, is still 
used to signify caution in the case of 
hand o^ temporary signals. The per- 
missive^lock sy stem, so widely used 
in this country , is not used in Eng­ 
land, so that a cautionary signal is 
not there considered necessary , and 
in England the distant signal is sim­ 
ply a duplication of the home signal. 
The objections to white as a safety 
signal are familiar to all railroad men. 
They are, first, that if the red lens 
w’hich forms the danger signal, 
is 
brok en, the light will show safety in­ 
stead of danger, and second, that (as 
in the Whittenton accident), the dan­ 
ger signal may be extinguished and 
the 'engineer may i ii^ak e some other 
white^ light for the . ^fety signal. The 
first objection may be in a measure 
and perhaps wdiolly obviated by the 
use of w*ire glass for the lens, never­ 
theless the principle seems sound that 
the safeD signal should be a positive 
signal wnich in case of accident or 
doubt W'^^uld show- danger and not the 
mere absence of a danger signal. 
Notwithstanding the abandon men t 
of w'hite as a safety signal in England, 
the great majority of x\mcrican rail­ 
roads still use this color. 
The prin­ 
cipal arguments used against giving 
it up seem to Ije liie fallowing: First, 
that tlie engineers are accustomed to 
it use, and that any change would 
be dangerous, since a white light not 
on the railroad might be tak en as a 
safety s.^gnal fro.m force of habit; sec­ 
ond, that on our. railroads principally 
because of the extensive use ot the 
permissive block sy stem, it is neces­ 
sary to have a signal for caution, and 
it appears difficult to find a suitable 
color for this purpose. 
Blue is not 
suitable on account of slight visibility , 
particularly since the light from the 
usual lamp flame contains few blue 
or violet ravs. Amber or orange has 
%/ 
O 
been suggested, but is objectionable 
as being so easily confused wfith red 
(if the tint is dark ) or with wffiite (if 
the tint is light*). This difficulty has 
been met on some roads, how^ever, by 
using as a 
cautionary signal a red 
and green light, or by using some 
combination of green lights. 
This subject has frequently been 
considered bv the official railroad or- 
*/ 
ganizations, especially by the Ameri­ 
can Eailway association, and no gen­ 
eral agreement has been reached. In 
O 
t 
March, 1895, the committee w'ent so 
far as to pass the following resolu­ 
tion: '"'That the committee does not 
at this time deem it wise to recom­ 
mend abandoning wfiiite for a night 
signal; as, first, three indications are 
necessary in many cases, and, second, 
no entirely satisfactory single color 
has been found for a third indication. 
The committee approves, 
bow’ever, 
the use of red for danger-stop; and 
green for clear—proceed; as goocf sig­ 
nal practice.” In the standard rules 
for block and interlock ing signals, 
adopted in the same y ear, the associa­ 
tion decided on red for a danger sig­ 
nal, but left blank the colors for safe­ 
ty and cautionary signals,, allowing 
each company to decide this for it­ 
self. 
In the standard train 
rules, 
adopted in 1898, the same course wms 
followed. 
The opinion seems to be 
gaining ground, therefore, that white 
should be abandoned as a signal color. 
—Railway and Engineering Review.
